Dear Sir/Madam: 

I am writing to file a complaint regarding an alleged violation of section 13(1) the Canadian 
Human Rights Act as a result of publications communicated on the Internet by the United 
Steelworkera Union Local 2009 and United Steelworkers Union District 3, The publications 
include: 

1) A text leaflet on the website of United Steelworkers Union Local 2009 on the "News" 
page (Appendix A); 

2) The homepage of the website of United Steelworkers Union Local 2009 that has a link to 
the text leaflet described in 1) above in the word "News" in the top horizontal banner 
(Appendix B); 

3) A PDF leaflet on the website of United Steelworkers Union Local 2009 that shows the 
logo of United Steelworkers Union District 3 (Appendix C); and 

4) The homepage of the website of United Steelworkers Union Local 2009 that has a link to 
the PDF leaflet described in 3) above in the phrase "Novl 6th 201 2" within the first item 
under the "News" heading in the bottom left quarter of the page (Appendix D). 

The appendices referred to above contain the relevant URLs for each of the publications. 
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I submit that the publications contravene section 1 3(1 ) of the act because they are likely to create 
contempt for Chinese persons and in particular Chinese mining workers by alleging to the public 
or union members that they will work for reduced wages and in substandard conditions, thereby 
denying Canadians the opportunity to those jobs and/or adversely affecting the wages and 
working conditions that Canadians will be able to continue to expect for other similar or related 
jobs.
